I was 
using the 20AHr Gel-Cell from Gates, thus I knew it 
wasn't a power supply problem. I unplugged the CkK-2 
from the key jack and some of the AC Hum went away. 
Ah-Ha, maybe the AC power cube for the keyer. Nope. 

Put it on the batter and the problem still remained. 


OK, let's try another rig. Got the NorCal 40a, 

the Sierra, the MXM, and others and they all exhibited 
the same behavior. OK, must be the antenna. Went 
outside to see if trees were touching it -- no, then 
reversed ladder line leads, still no change. 


Well, I can tell you by this time I was puzzled. 
Having several advanced degrees in Physics I was 
about to award myself the Nobel Prize in Physics 
for a new discovery. :-) 


OK, let's try one more thing. Turn off everything in 
the shack except the receiver. Wow, the AC Hum went 
away. Powered up things one at a time and never in 
million years would I have layed the blame on the 
Heathkit GC-1000 WWV receiver and precision clock. 


Must have lost an electrolytic or something. I have 

to get some spare time and take it apart and check it 
out. This puppy has been on for more than 15 years 

now without a problem except the loss of one transistor 
in a Darlington pair configuration due to close 


lightning strike. 
Stranger than friction for sure. 


Don't see how it induced an AC component onto a 
950mW signal on 30M, but it did. Must be putting 
out some wierd stuff so will have it off til fixed. 


Just thought the group might be interested in problems 
too and the strangeness of it all.

About 20 years ago, back when we had just moved to the one-story 

house with attached garage that we owned before moving to this dump, 

I had a station set-up that went like this: radios, keys, keyers and 
other nicknacks in two shelves with the keys and paddles underneath. 
To the right was the rehabilitated Heath Warrior, affectionately 
dubbed "Bozo" by its previous owner, and then, to the right of that, 
the home-spun speaker cabinet, containing a 12 inch foam cone speaker 
and a tweeter, all tuned for voice range and centered around 750 Hz. 
Notice that the radio is in front of me, the amp is to my right and 
then, about three or so feet away, the speaker. At the time it sounded 
like a good idea, and when I rehabilitated the outhouse -- removing 
the numerous extra holes and seats for what must have been a family of 
about 15 Chicanos who worked at the local plantation nursery -- I 
duplicated the effect: radio in front of me, amp to the right, speaker 
off at the end of the bench, belching out into space some three feet 
from my ears. That was before my ears started to go bad from listening 
to the next door neighbor gun the engine on his various toys: jet 
boats, jet skis, pick-up trucks with racing cams, two Kenworths, one 
white and the other red. Stuff like that. The kind of stuff that I 
moved out of New Carlisle to get away from. Moved to the country. Yeah, 
the main drag between the biker bar and the cement plant. 


Well, I recently decided to change all the radio accommodations. I 
moved the speaker out of the way, shoved everything to the right and 
plunked the speaker down to the left of the radio. That meant that 
the speaker was about a foot from my face. I can hear again. Well, 
kinda. There's still the noise from the moron next door. Between that 
and him and his wife arguing and rippin' out of the drive way every 
now and a while, I still have enough "live audio" QRM to do, thanks. 


But here's the catch: while moving all this stuff, I spilled out 

my entire box of QSL cards. I have tons of ‘em. From all over. So 
tonight I sat down and, with headphones on to block out the carberetter 
adjustments next door, I sorted through ‘em. 


How many cards do I have for countries that don't even exist any 
more? Deutsche Demokratische Republik. Yugoslavia. And all the 
oblast cards that I was saving to get the "Worked All Oblast" diplom 
from the Central Radio Club, Box 88, Moskva, USSR? All the LZ cards 
from Bulgaria. The cards from the Ukraine, from the Byelorussian 
Federation of Socialist Soviets? What about them. And the UP# cards 
from Lithuania and the cards from the Estonian province? Hell, they 
don't even speak a slavic language in Estonia. Any fool can see it's 
related to Finnish and thus to the Transiberian Finno-Ugric languages. 
What about all those amateurs? Are any of them still around? Do any 
of them still get enough electrical service of any quality to have 

a station? 


And then there are the people themselves, all those faces behind the 
cards. It's amazing to me to think about it now, to think that there 
was a time when I didn't put a face on a voice or a key. It was a 
call-sign in the log book and a card toward a diplom. (Yeah, diplom. 

I have the SSA "diplom bok" from around 1981. Every award is a diplom. 
It sounds so much more cultured than saying "County Hunters Award.") 
So here I am, sorting the cards out by call prefix and number and I 
come across these: 


PAOLY. Willem Blommaart in St. Jansteen. His note on the card said 
that he was born in 1897 and that he got on the air in 1926. The 

man would be two years short of 100 now. Is he still on the air, 
Willem? If so, does his QSL card still have a picture of him, laughing 
face, pipe in hand, smiling out across the ether at some other young 
man who hasn't seen the ravages of age yet? 


How about N8BZK, Joe Curran. Joe and I met because of Dad's death. 
When Dad died, I suddenly became interested again in the printing 
stuff that he'd had. I joined a hobby printers' outfit and met Joe. 
Joe Curran. Former FBI agent, former military policeman, former 
Marine. Heart patient. I sat down with Joe maybe 5 years ago now, 

and watched him lay his medication out on the restaurant table as if 
he were dealing a hand of cards. He had just come through his second 
cardiac surgery and was looking forward to visiting his friends in 
Florida. One of ‘em is J.Ed Newman, who started out as a ham 

when he was a kid. J.Ed, old enough to be Joe's father. Joe was waiting, 
as he said, for the doctors to "examine my bank account and see how 
many more years I have left." It wasn't much. That summer Joe and his 
wife got into the family car and set out from Vermilion, Ohio, to see 
printing friends along the way. Somewhere outside of Wilmington, Ohio, 
Joe pulled the car over to the curb and died. Just like that. His 
pictures on his card too, looking over his shoulder with that genial 
smile that was even part of his face as he sat in the restaurant and 
looked at the hand his life had dealt him. N8BZK. Another card on 


the wall. 


And then there's Cesar, PY1SW, whose card, printed letterpress with 

a note on the front refering the reader to a picture on the back, 

bears in small type the letters of every award and club or group to 
which he belongs. If he still belongs among the living. ON the back 

of the card is Cesar, smiling at the camera which recorded the wall 

of awards and diploms, the 6 foot cabinet full of dials and knobs and 
switches, the station. Cesar's station was strange, by today's standards, 
but by the 1974 technology, and given Cesar's QTH on the planet, it 

was quite a deal: 100 ft tower with a beam that looks for all the world 
like a section of tower lattice laid across the top with elements 
sproinging out into space all over. The rig? Well, there's the Viking 
Ranger and the Heathkit lay-out, the Warrior and the Apache and the 
Navaho. The stuff you see at Dayton, laid out on plastic tarps on the 
tail-gates of pickups. Pickups like the one next door which has 
suddenly gone silent. Perhaps from a piston through the block. And 
Cesar? What of him? Does he still get on the air with the Pica-Pau 
Carioca gang in Rio? I wonder. 


I looked over those cards and wondered about the faces and about the 
cards themselves. Some of the designs, especially the ones from behind 
what we used to call the Iron Curtain, run from rubric to rough, from 
elegant to blantantly propaganda. Cyrillic letters turned over to 
become Vs or Ws; with names of towns rarely mentioned, as was the 
style in the former Soviet Union when to know the exact location of 

a radio station was to know how to target your weapons, when to read 

a map was a crime of high treason. And the handwriting and the little 
notes, some in Russian, others in English, from people who now may be 
wondering when the next potato is going to arrive. Or if they might 
make it through the night as the tanks circle the Chechyen towns, their 
radios silent. 


It's amazing when I think of it. Here we are, strung together by these 
little jitters on the screen, with boxes of pictures and cards much 
like mine, and it's all so impermanent, as impermanent as the towers 
that blow down or the lightning that blows 'em up, as impermanent as 
the sparks of our own lives. SOmetimes I forget -- I'm sure we all do -- 
that the voices we hear on the other end of the circuit are people just 
like us, sparks of our own selves, reaching out to say "hi" before 
looking again at the hand we've been dealt. Damn lucky, we are, to 

be able to do that. Even on an infrequent basis. Especially when we 
stop to consider how much the world has changed in these past 10 years. 
And how much more it will change before we're through... as a species 
or as people, individuals just like us around the world. 


It makes that file box full of cards a little more heavy, just 
thinking about the faces that breath or breathed life into the messages 


recorded there. And yet, there's that light touch upon the key. And 
we're all just sparks in the night, like momentary fire-flies in 
a universal darkeness.

Chuck, 


Your problem is not a unusual as you may think. One very good mechanism for 
your mystery hum is magnetic induction. The power transformer in the receiver 
(particularly a cheap transformer) can put out one whopping magnetic field. 
And this field will couple to sensitive circuitry PARTICULARLY THINGS LIKE 
TOROIDS. If, for example your vfo toroid get enough ac gasusses in it you'll 
get fm! Remember the recent discussion about steel bridges detuning rigs? Same 
mechanism! If the filed is strong enough, it can do some really strange things 
to the rf permeability. 


More expensive power transformers wrap a large copper turn around the outside 
of the core to "catch" stray fields so thaat they don't leak out at cause 
problems. Shielding of the affected rig is not always easy, aluminum boxes 
don't effectively stop these 1f£ magnetic fields. I've seen the field from a 


switching power supply induce a harmonic of the switching frequency into a 
receiver 15 feet away, right through the cabinets of both and into the tuning 
inductors of the receiver! Thought it was an internal spur in the receiver, 
because it was still present with the recever terminated in 50 ohms...... 


The fix is to get the rig out of the field. Physical separation can do the 
trick becasue the filed drops off very quickly with distance. Or you may just 
try rotating the device with the offending transformer. The induction is 
usually very directional (figure 8) so you may be able to null it out. Good 
troubleshooting technique, too.
